as members of your beautiful Territory. I mourn with -you the -` 


untimely deaths of Hon. C. M. Burke and Hon. Milton W. Rey- 
nold, members elect from the Second and Eighth Districts, 
respectively. . You shall have my earnest sympathy and support 
In enacting a wise and economic code of laws for the government 
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of our unusually intelligent people, a great many of whom had 
exhausted the most of their resources in a patient waiting on the 
borders before they were permitted to come into the Territory ‘in 
in the spring of last year to make settlement, and too late to pfe- 
pare homes, break the sod and plant crops; this was followe by 
the present unprecedented dry season, ‘hence it is a deplorable 
fact that there are scattered over the Territory at this time a great 
many settlers who are utterly destitute, and many more that will 
be before the close of the coming winter. The attention of the 
President has been called to this matter, not only by, myself, but 
by others, and he has brought it to the attention of Congress atid 
a bill has passed the Senate, and the House with an amendment, 
and is now in conference, providing a relief fund of $47,000. I 
have no doubt of the passage of the bill, which will give us a 
temporary means of providing for the people above named,-yet 
I look upon it as a matter of prime importance that early means 
be taken to investigate the extent of destitution, and of providing 
the essential means for relieving it. 
We must not lose sight of the fact that our people, have- no 
products of any kind to fall back on, like those of other states and 
territories have, and who, in many instances, have been' subjeeted 
to a drought equal, at least, in severity to that which has been 
visited upon us. z 
The wheat crop that was harvested early in June was unusuall. 
good, considering especially that it had been sowed upon sod nie 
fall; but because of the inability of the settlers to procure the 
necessary seed, a very small acreage was harvested. 
The time for sowing the new crop will soon be upon: us, and 
not one in ten of our farmers has the seed to sow, or the means 
with which to buy it. I earnestly urge that early action be taken 
by which at least a small amount of seed can be loaned to thdse 
repared to sow it, where they are unable to procure it, and while 
it is barely possible Congress would come to our assistance; 
should not incur the danger of delay, but, after ascertaining if the 
railroads would give reasonable freight rates, float short time 
bonds and secure necessary funds with which to purchase ‘it. 
Care should be taken in providing against loss to the Territory in 
extending the accommodations. z 
,_ Hf our settlers can be thus favored I have no doubt at all of 
their ability to provide bountifully for themselves hereafter. 

‘ As an agricuityral country there is none better nor more beauti- 
ful. The cli and soil are adapted to not only the raising of 
hay, corn, oats, the cereals of all varieties, but cotton does ex- 
ceedingly wel is likely to become the staple. . O 

It is difficult for even those who have resided in the territory 
since April 22, of last year, to realize that prior thereto. not a 
house had been built nor a plow put into the sod, nor was there 
a legal resident within its borders, while to-day there is an occu- 
pied house on nearly/évery quarter section of land, and cities and 
villages scattered all over it. 5 
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The drought of the present season is severe on us particularly 
because of our. newness, yet our soil has stood the test remarkably 
well, and where ground has been ploughed a second time and 
deep, which has been done in exceptionable cases, a good crop 
has been raised even this year, which is better than can be said of 
many: other sections where the rainfall was as great, at least, as it 
has been here in Oklahoma; hence the people are not at all dis- 
couraged where they have had anything like an even chance, but 
will in the. near future, I predict, demonstrate their ability to not 
only take care of themselves, but will -be ready and pleased to 
extend a helping hand to others, should they be called upon. 

The Organic Act providing for a temporary government -for 
the territory, approved May 2, Section 25 appropriates the sum 
of fifty thousand dollars ‘‘to be expended by the government in 
temporary support and aid of common_school education in said 
Territory, as soon as a system of public schools shall have been - 
established by the Legislative Assembly.” , It is unnecessary for 
me to invite your attention to the importance of early action upon 
this subject, as the time when public schools should be opened is 
now at hand. I have said to many of the settlers who have been 
anxiously, inquiring, | would recommend that provisions be made 
for four schools in each township, where practicable, in Logan, 
Oklahoma, Cleveland, Canadian, Kingfisher and Payne counties, 
and that the settlers should provide their own school houses on 
sections 8, 11, 26 and 29, centrally located, and such number as are 
necessary in Beaver county. 

The appropriation made will, I think, employ the necessary 
teachers five months for schools located. as above indicated, and 
furnish a fair proportion for the cities and villages. In my 
opinion jit would be unwise to set aside any part of the amount for - 
for the crection of school houses, as the settlers are much better 
prepared to-do the work of building than they are to pay the 
the teachers’ salaries. ve 

Under the laws we are now operating the chapter on roads, a 
very important one, was omitted, and while we of the Territory are 
. naturally favored, there are aigreat many, places where work 
should be done for the improvement end oponie of the highways 
(which in many instances have been closed or encroached upon,) _ 
and bridges over draws and streams should be constructed. This 
would furnish employment to settlers and enable them to obtain 
supper for their families. ` 

|] urge that means be ‘provided for the construction of such pub- 
lic buildings (aside from the -capitol) as are necessary for the 
Territory and the several counties at an early day, many laborers 
may in this way. be furnished employment. ne 

I earnestly hope that equality and uniformity of ‘‘taxatzon”

mey De the ground-work of your enactments upon the subject. 
ction 6 of the Organic -Act- provides that the ‘Legislative 
ones of the Territory shall extend to all rightful subjects of 
egislation not inconsistent with the laws and constitution of the 
g -~ 
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United States, that no unequal discrimination be made in taxing 
different kinds of property, but'all property subject to taxation 
shall be taxed in proportion to its value,” and provides that 
‘nothing therein shall be held to prohibit the levying and collect- 
ing oficense or poan tax in the Territory from persons engaged 
in any usiness therein if the Legislative power shall consider 
such taxés necessary.” This, to my mind, clearly defines and 
makes plait\the right of the Legislature to levy a tax. Section 
11 of the Act\above named extends to and puts in force in the 
Territory certain chapters and provisions of the Compiled Laws 
of the State of Nebraska, in full force November 1, 1889, in so far 
as they are ‘“‘locaNly applicable and not in conflict with the laws of 
the United States or with the i rary Act, until after the adjourn- 
ment of the first session of the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory.” Of the chapters enumerated, No. 18, relating to county 
and county officers, recites: ‘‘It shall be unlawful for the county 
board of any county in this Territory to issue any warrants for 
any amount exceeding the aggregate of eighty-five per cent. of 
the amount levied by tax for the current year, except there be 
money in the treasury to the credit of the proper fund for the 
payment of the same; nor shall it be lawful for the county board 
to issue any certificate of indebtedness in any form in payment of 
any account or claim, nor to make any contracts for, or to incur 
any indebtedness against the county in excess of the tax levied for 
the county expenses during the current year, nor shall any ex- 
penditure be made or indebtedness be contracted to be paid out of 
any of the funds of said county in excess of the amount levied 
for said fund.” To observe this chapter it would be impossible 
for us to make provision for county offices in which to transact 
the public business or to procure the necessary records or to pay 
absolutely essential expenses or fel provice for the same; hence, I 
conclude that the chapter is not ‘‘locally PpD E and that ‘it 
is in conflict with Section 6. And while I earnestly urge the 
strictest economy be observed, and that no expenditure be made 
or debt created not absolutely imperative, it is clear to my mind 
that provision may be made for carrying on the legitimate busi- 
ness of the Territory by the Legislative Assembly, and it should 
be done. 

It is not at all likely that Congress intended to organize this’ 
Territory, provide for the Legislative Assembly, etc., and then 
tie our hands. ar. 

Section 4 of the Organic Act provides that the Legislature may 
change the county boundaries and the county seats, and Section 
15 recites “‘that the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Oklahoma shall hold its first session at Guthrie, in said Territory, 
at such time as the Governor thereof shall appoint and direct, and 
at said first session, or as soon thereafter as they shall deem ex- 
pedient, the Governor and Legislative Assembly shall proceed to 
locate and establish the seat of government for said saat at 
such place as they may deem eligible; which place, however, shall 
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thereafter be subject to be changed by the said Governor and 
Legislative Assembly.” I am quite positive that these are matters 
that would better be allowed to rest until those of a great deal 
more genera} importance are provided for. ~~ 

I recommend the enactment of a judicious herd law, and that 
stringent means be provided against the importation into the Ter- 
ritory of infected or diseased animals. We are not, in my opinion, 
able to sustain the very good herd law on this subject provided in 
the Nebraska Statutes and made applicable here; hence I have 
refrained from appointing a Veterinary Surgeon and his assist- 
ants, at high salaries, who would be empowered to goto herds 
and slaughter animals that the people would have to pay for. 

I recommend the adoption of chapter 50, Compiled) Statutes 
of Nebraska annotated 1889, on liquors. A rigid enforcement of 
- this wee -would, in my opinion, give us better protection 

against the evils of intemperance than that enjoyed by states at- 
tempting a prohibition law. Under this act where thé real senti- 
ment of the people is in favor of prohibition it may be had in any 
town or county. Provision is carefully made for the protection 
and support of the family of the drinker by collection of damages 
from the seller. A much greater tax than is necessary for con- 
trolling the traffic may be levied. Without further enumeration 
I regard it as a wisely enacted chapter, which I am sure will receive 
your best consideration. 

On account of the rapid growth of our cities and villages prior 
to the territorial organization there has been considerable trouble 
in finding a means of effecting lawful organizations, and applica- 
tions may be made to legalize the acts of defacto city and village 
governments, which were found to exist when the territory was 
organized; that such organizations were necessary is beyond ques- 
tion, and I hope a liberal view may be taken of the several acts or 
ordinances under which they operated, at the same time I would 
carefully investigate each and every item, or ordinance, upon 
which you are called upon to pass, so that any not meeting your 
approbation may be set aside. Franchises may have been granted, 
that even the cities and villages would'not care to have legalized. 

The government of the United States by an act of Congress, ap- 


roved March 2d, 1887, donates; the sum of ‘Fifteen Thousand — 


ollars annually, for the support, of an Agricultural experimental 
station in each State and Territory for the purposes described in 
said act, subject to the Legislative assent of the States and Terri- . 
tories.” I Ka the necessary legislation so that we may 
have the benefit of the act at as early a date as practicable. 

The products of the territory, I hope may be exhibited at the 
Columbian World’s Fair at Chicago in 1892, and. that you will 
make proper arrangements therefor. i 

Two thousand dollars have been set aside by the general gov- 
ernment for thé, use of the militia of the territory this year, and a 
much greater sum might have been secured, I have no doubt, if 
we had had a militia organization; I hope such action may be 
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taken as will enable us to encourage our young men to form com- 
panies and cultivate a martial spirit, and to this end recommend 
the embodiment of a chapter on militia, in the code you are to 
prepare. t 

It is important that an election law be enacted, or that some 
proper provision be made for successors to the various county 
officers appointed by me, and whose terms of office in accordance 
with the Organic Act of the Territory will expire with the end of 
the present Lor datue: Provision should also be made for such 


territorial offices as are absolutely necessary, and the time, place 


and manner of holding elections by the people, and the apportion- 
ment of representation, and the day of the commencement of the 
regular session of the Legislative Assembly should be provided 
for by law. 

It is also important that wise counsel should prevail in the 
preparation of laws fixing the legal rate of interest, an economical 
fee and salary bill, the regulation and control of corporations, and 
for the protection of homesteads. 

I have in obedience to the provisions of the Organic Act for the 
Territory fixing the boundaries of the several counties, appointed 
the necessary county officers, caused an enumeration of the inhab- 
itants to be taken (which shows a population of 60,247), defined 
election precincts and appointed election officers therefor, and 
superintended election of the Honorable Council and Representa- 
tives addressed. 

At said election the following names were voted for the several 


‘counties, viz: Logan, Oklahoma, Cleveland, Canadian, Kingfish- 


er, Payne and Beaver. -, 

It is probable that there are other matters to which I should call 
your attention that do not occur to me at present, but I will feel 
free to address you hereafter should occasion require. Having 
great faith in your ability and integrity I feel assured that when 
the labor and respònsibility of your term shall have closed the 
people will be in posession of an efficient and economical code of 
laws.

Councilor proposing the same shall reduce it to writing and for- 


~ ward it to the Clerk’s desk. 


Rute 27. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the President; or, being in writing, it may be read to 
the Council by the President or Clerk before debate. 

Rute 28. After a motion is stated or read by the President, or 
read by the Clerk, it shall be deemed to be in the posession of the 
Council, but may be withdrawn by leave of the Council at any 
time before a decision or amendment. 

All questions, whether in committee or Council, except privi- 

leged questions, shall be put in the order in which they are made, 
except in filling blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
put first. 
Rute 29. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form: ‘You 
who aré of the opinion (as the question may be) say ‘aye’;” and 
after/ the affirmative voice is expressed, ‘“Those of a contrary 
opinion say ‘no’.”

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rue 50. When the Council shall be ready to proceed to the

Presented to 'me for my approval. At the opening of the 
session of your Honorable Body, in addressing you, I, -amoag 
other things, suggested that early legislation be had with a view 
of establishing such an- institution as is proposed in this Bill, and 
on the 17th of Séptember I again addressed you and urged early 
action on the subject, never for a moment doubting that the pro- 
visions of the Act:of 1887 and of 1890 providing for agricultural 
colleges, etc., was applicable to this Territory. However, by a 
communication received by the President of the Council from 
Hon. Wm. M, Stone, Assistant Commissioner of the Land Office, 
it is learned that neither of said acts apply to Oklahoma, and 
while this is much to be regretted, and I hope may be remedied 
either by a decision of the Honorable“Secretary of the Interior 
very soon, 1 cetaiy by the action of Congress, it does not 


seem to me désirable that a Bill should become a law based upon 
a preamble reciting a state of facts which do not exist; and as you 
perceive, have taken the full responsibility in wrongly addressing 
you. The second paragraph of the preamble recites that the 
Territorial Legislature has accepted the benefit of “said Act of

Srr:-—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a ‘note 
from Executive Clerk Tibbott, under date November 6th ‘inst., 
enclosing a letter of Governor Steele, of Oklahoma, in which he 
makes the following statement: 


<The Legislature has taken a recess until November 5th on 
account of the coming election, and has stated in a Joint Resolu- 
tion that it is not to count in the one hundred and. twenty days 
that is provided in the Organic Act this body may hold-session.” 
The Governor thereupon desires my opinion as to whether the 
time covered by such adjournment must be counted as a part of 
the session; that is, a part of the one hundred and twenty days. 
The provision of the Organic Act in Section 4 is as follows: 
“The session of the Legislative Assembly shall be biennial, 
and shall be limited to sixty days duration, provided, however, 
that the duration of the first session of the Legislative Assembly 
may continue one hundred and twenty days.” NNG 
On the 16th day of March, 1889, I gave to. the Honorable ‘the 
Secretary of the Interior an: opinion as follows: a

To the Secretary of the Interior 
Sır:—By your letter of the 15th of March, 1889, you ask: 
‘Whether the Legislature of Arizqna can continue in ‘session 
after March 21st, 1889, longjenough to'make up for Sundays and - 
the time used in adjournments, or whether it must adjourn sine 
die sixty days from the date it was supposed to be organized.” , 
“Section 1852 of:the Revised Statutes as amended hy the Act of 
the Revised 


the 23rd of December, 1880, (1 Supplement to 
Statutes 586) provides : 
‘ “The ‘sessions df the Legislative Assemblies of the several Tér- 
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ritories of the United States shall be limited to sixty days dura- 
tion.” | 

The word “‘sessions” in this section is used in the plural ‘to çor- 
respond with the word ‘‘agsemblies,” so that tso that the session 
of each of the assemblies of the several Territories shall ‘be 
limited to sixty days. It is used by Congress concerning Legis- 
lative bodies, and must be interpreted accordingly. ‘The defini- 
tion of the word by Worcester, as applicable to such bodies isi_ 

‘The time between the first meeting of an assembly and its 
prorogation or final adjournment ; as a session of Congress.” 

In 2 Bouvier’s Law Dictionary, 632, it is defined to be: 

“The time during which a legislative body, a court, or other 
assembly, sits for the transaction of business: as a session of | 
Congress which commences on the day appointed by the Consti- 
tution and ends when Congress finally adjourns before the com- 
mencement of ‘the next session.” | 

The »ession of a legislative body continues notwithstanding an 
adjournment until ihe final sine die adjournment, or the expìra- 
tion of the legislative term. l 

‘Where the two Houses adjourn for more than three days, and 
not to,-or‘beyond, the period fixed by the Constitution or law for 
the next regular session, the session is not thereby terminated, 
but continues until an adjournment without day, or until the next 
regular session.” (Barclay’s Digest of 1871, page 7). 

rom the origin of the government, all the laws passed between 
the legal organization and meeting of Congress, until a sine die 
adjournment, have been treated as passed at the same session. 
' The word ‘‘session” in the section quoted, therefore, includes the 
whole period between the time fixed by law for the meeting of 
the Legislative Assemblies -of the several Territories, and their 
sine dié adjournment, including, in the computation of time, all 
intermediate adjournments. 

Following is copy of opinion of the Honorable the Attorney 
General of the United States, referred to by His Excellency, the 
Governor: i 

In the computation of time, Sundays-are to be counted, as a 
general rule, to which the matter submitted is not an exception. 
Where Sundays are not to be counted. it arises from the special 
circumstances of‘the case, or is provided for by on express excep- 
tion, such as is found in the second clause of the seventh section 
of the first article of the constitution, which provides: 

“Tf any Bill shall not be returned by the President within ten 
days: (Sundays excepted) after it shall have been, presented to 
him the same shall be a law.” -

If 
the Legislature may adjourn once and exclude the time of 
adjournment from the time limited for its session, it may adjourn 
twice or any number of times. It may practically continue its 
session from time to time throughout the year. I cannot believe 
that such was the purpose of Congress. Such adjournments 
would necessarily add greatly to the expense of the session, and 
would interfere with the or derly transaction. of the business, 
which under the law is devolved upon the Legislature. 

It seems to me therefore that the Legislature should conclude 
its business within one hundred and twenty days from the com-

To the Honorable Speaker House of Representatives, Territorial | 


Legislature of Oklahoma: 


I have the honor to invite your attention to the lamentable : 


fact that there is really more destitution in this Territory than it 
was thought there would be when I addressed your -Honorable 
Bodies on the 28th of last August, wherein I said: ‘I have no 
doubt of the passage of a Bill by Congress which will give us a 
temporary means of providing for the people above named, yet I 
look upon it as a matter of prime importance that early means be 
taken.of thoroughly investigating the extent of destitution and o 
providing essential means for relieving it.” > 

I need not tell-you that Congress did come to our temporary 
relief, and:that a, very large inroad has been’made in the amount 
appropriated and that cases of destitution are increasing daily, 
so that early in December we may expect to be thrown upon‘ our 
own resources entirely, or the people must suffer greatly, unless 
we can again get Congress to come to our assistance. I deem it 
to be a matter of great importance that your Honorable -Bodies 
should draw up and pass a proper memorial addressed to the 
President at the earliest moment practicable, so that he may’ in 
his message to Congress early in December invite attention to our 
needs. 


‘In this connection it is proper for me to state that we have’ no 
been successful in preventing_a great many people from drawing 
rations from the Relief Boards who might get along without 
doing sõ, notwithstanding the great care and pains exercised by 
the various Boards. It is thought by those in charge that where 
there are two distributing points there should also be two distrib- 
uting Boards. This refers to Payne, Oklahoma and Kingfisher 
counties. l

When the proof‘is to be made before the, 
court and the bonds signed as required in the act for ‘issuing, for 
the payment of contingent expenses of the county, full and com- 
plete proof shall be made before the court, of the regularity and 
legality of all‘ proceedings from the meeting of the Commission- 
ers up to the giving the notice and appearing before the District, 
Court to make proof thereof.

For the following reasons: 

First—The bill has been.the law in this Territory since May 2, 
1890, and- under its. provisions, liquors are sold openly and in 
violation, of all its.previsions, and to now re-enact them and re- 
peat atl amendments tending to, give force to the law, looks to me 
like a wilful determination not to contro] this, traffic. 

Second—The refusal to incorporate in, the law the provisions of 
the Nebraska Statutes, giving protection, and compensation, to 
wives whose support has been taken from them by the: wilful sale 
of liquors to drunken husbands, and in lieu thereof permits the 
liquor dealer to sell liquor to such drunken husbands and protects 
the dealer from all damages until this wife sues him before a 
Justice, and then has the Justice notify the dealer not to sell 
to her husband, and after that, and not before, is he liable. 
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She, in “the “rigtare -of things, cannot sue md ‘notify: every 
liquor dealer, and ‘as “fast ‘as: she -sues bid notifies ‘one, her 
husband will-vo ‘to ‘Ynother, tot so sued and notified, and that 
‘seller is*‘absolbtely safe against all claim for damages by a wife 
until tie‘in tin is sued and notified by the Justice not to sell to 
the husband, and so omn turn the husband goes from one seller 
to the other not, notified; and the wife is simply remedyless. Her 
Husband :can.drink and beat arid starve her, and the liquor seller, 
well knowing it all, knowing that he is taking from her and her 


children their last morsel of bread, is absolutely safe from her _ 


behind this law. *“Icanhot but regard it ‘as ‘in duttage npon these 
défetiseless'beings and‘ a disgrace to-our Territory that this‘wlole- 
bhè ` prdvisitn, ‘their protection, Should’ be tejectéed’ and in its 
stead shotild ‘We set'itp'a statirte that practically dénies these ‘wives 
and children gli 'relief and protection. 

Third—There-is now going out of this Territory about $1,500.00 
daily ‘for! ‘iqdors, and at this rate our money is drawn from us, 
made scarce, 4ihprovements “stopping, men thrown out of labor, 
and all“prices mist faHand yet'all attempts to check this ruinous 
outiiew is ‘réjected’ aiid deittéd. : : 

Fourth.—Uastly, this law is unjust to the liquor seller -hiinself. 
Under it the liquor seller may be taxed beyond all reason and 
to such: an extent’ that he cannot do a legitimate’ business, 

-but must sell impure ‘liquors and resort ‘to every,. unlawful 
device to .get out financial whole. I believe the bill should 
have placed around the traffic reasonable restrictions—such that 
the dealer, intending toobey the law, can be protected, and not 
be taxed into ‘dishonesty. As this law now is, it compels the 
saloon’keeper to be dishonest, and a law breaker, and no decent 
saloon can be honestly carried on under the bill this day passed.

The second para- ` 
graph of section +, Organic Act, recites as follows: 

‘The gouty Seat of the First County shall be at Guthrie: The 
County Seat! of the Second County shall be at Oklahoma City. 
The County Seat of the Third County shall be at Norman. The 
County Seat) of the Fourth County shall be at El Reno. The 
County Seat! of the Fifth County shall be at Kingfisher City. The 
County Seat| of the Sixth County shall be at Stillwater. The 
Seventh County shall embrace all that portion of the Territory 
lying west of the one hundredth meridian, known as the Public 
Land Strip, the County seat of which shall be at Beaver; Pro- 
vided, That-the County Seats located by this act may be changed 
in such manner as the Territorial Legislature may provide.” 

It occurs to me that if Congress had intended to delegate au- 
thority to the Legislative Assembly to change County Seats, with- 
out having the question go to the people (one which so directly 
concerns them) the proviso above quoted would have read ‘*That 
the County Seats located by this Act may be changed by the Ter-

If this is not a correct view there is enough doubt on the sub- 
- at least, to invite litigation, which would be sure to follow the 
passage of the bill, and perhaps worse consequences. 

The bill’does not give permanence to any location or assume to 
do so, or ‘‘provide a manner” whereby the people of the several 
Counties can have a voice or vote on the subject. °* 

I think chapter 818, page 170, United States Statute, approved 
July 30, 1886, is operative, which tae: that the Legislatures 
of the Territories may not change County Seats. ’ 

I therefore return the bill without my approval.

Mr. Brown of Oklahoma in voting explained as follows: 

First—The amendment takes nothing from the dead soldier. 
It leaves more for his burial than was set apart before the amend- 
ment wasmade. This amendment simply gives to every human 
being dying without means, the same decent burial that is sought 
to’ be secured to the ex-soldier. : 

-I believe it is wrong and a shame to our civilization that any 
fellow human being who dies poor should be denied the burial 
due to a human being as a brother in the himan family. I regard 
the pottersfield as a disgrace to our civilization. I fought to free 
the poor and helpless and I am willing at the end of life to lie 
down beside my fellow man and will not ask to be entombed in 
ground in which my more unfortunate brother is excluded. . 

Second—This bill before amended provided, speaking of the 
soldier’s burial, as follows: 

Provided; the expenses of such burial shall not exceed the’ sum 
of thirty-five dollars. 

There was no limit on the smallness of the amount that might 
be expended. The old soldier under this bill (as it was before 
amended) could be coffined in a box and buried in a field, at a cost 
of ten cents, and the law be fully complied with. The soldier 
‘asks for bread,” that bill ‘gives him a stone.” I have offered to 
and have so amended the bill, that the dead soldier must be 
buried in a graveyard or cemetery where no paupers’ field exists, 
forbids paupers’ fields, and providing that not less than thirty- 
five dollars nor more than fifty dollars shall be set apart to his 
burial, and this was denied to him under the bill as it was before 
amended.

When the Governor in due time sends back a bill which has 
been submitted to him, stating that he cannot act on it because 
of some supposed informality in its passage, this is in effect an 
objection to the bill; and it can only become a law by further 
action of the Legislative branch, although the Governor may have 
been mistaken as to the supposed defect in the bill. 

In this case there was a petition to this court for a mandamus 
to compel the Treasurer of Lyon county to pay certain warrants 
out of the general fund of that county. The Treasurer admitted 
there were funds in the treasury applicable to these warrants, 
unless the same had been diverted by what was claimed to have 
been a law passed at the session of the Legislature begun on the 
first Monday of January, 1867. The petitioner contended that 
the pretended law was never regularly passed, and if so passed, 
was unconstitutional. There were a number of objections raised 
to the validity of the law, and a large number of sections of the 
Constitution discussed by the respective counsel. But, as only 
one point was passed on by the court, it is not deemed necessary 
to go into a statement of facts not connected with the point on 
which the the decision was made: The only point decided by the 
court was as to the effect of the Governor’s message accompany- 
ing the bill when it was sent back to the Secretary of State.

The Petitioners application is for a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the Treasurer of Lyon County to pay a certain warrant or 
evidence of indebtedness issued by the county and made payable 
out of its general fund.

It is conceded that except for the provisions of this act the war- 
rant held by the petitioner could be paid, there being:a sufficient 


amount of money in the general fund for that purpose. This act 


is the only showing made by the Treasurer why a peremptory 
writ should not issue compelling him to pay the warrant. In 
reply to that showing the petitioner claims that the act in question 


never became a law; that there is no lawful authority for funding - 


the “indebtedness of tho county, and refusing to pay his warrant 
whilst there is sufficient money in the proper fund wherewith to 
do it. Our enquiries are thus confined to the question whether 
the funding act referred to, and which Carreck claims is a suffi- 
cient showing why the writ should not issue against him, is now 
or ever was a valid law. We fully agree with counsel for Bird- 
sall that it never possessed the virtue or authority of law. With- 
out the express approval of the Executive there are but two ways 
by which an act of the Legislature can become a law: | 
First—By receiving a two-thirds vote of both Houses of the 


Legislature after it has been vetoed and returned by the Gov 


ernor. 

Second—By a failure on the part of the Governor to return it 
to the House where it originated within five days after its recep- 
tion by him whilst the Legislature is in session, or within ten days 
after the adjournment of that Body. alee 

_In both of these the act becomes a law without the signature or 
a da of the Executive. (Vide Constitution, Art. 4, Sec. 35.) 
f hese are the only cases however, in which the approval of the 
- Governor can be dispensed with. , In all other cases such approval 
_is as essential to give it the sovereign authority of law as the pass- 
age by the Legislature itself. 

In this case the Legislature adjourned before the expiration of 

five days after the bill was presented to tbe Governor, and the 
time within which he was required to act upon it was thereby 
extented ten days further. Before the expiration of that time it 
was returned to the office of the Secretary of State, as required 
- by the constitution, (Sec. 35, Art. 4.) with a message giving rea 
sons why it was not approved. ‘ - 

It appears from the message that some days after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature it was discovered that the Secretary of 
the Senate had neglected to sign a enrolled bill, an omission

which, in the opinion of the Governor was so fatal that his appro- 
val would not cure it, or give the act the authority of law. After 
mentioning that fact. he concludes his communication in the fol- 
lowing words: ‘‘Believing this omission would be fatal to the 
bill, even if approved I cannot act upon it.” ; 

Here is clearly a.reason given for not approving the bill—a suc- 
cintly stated objection to it, which appeared to the Governor so 
material that his approval would do no good; hence he refused to 
do what seemed but an idle and useless act. 


It is not within the province of this court to determine whether 


the objections interposed by the Executive posessed any substan- 
tial merit, or not. The Legislature is the only tribunal which 
has the authority to pass upon that question. It is only for this 
Court to determine whether the bill in question became a law, or 
not—that is in this case whether it was approved, or not; and ‘if 
not, whether it became a law by a failure to return it within the 
time prescribed by the Constitution. It is admitted that it was 
returned to the office of the Secretary of State before the expira- 
tion of the lawful time. That it never passed the Legislature by 
a two-thirds vote after it was so returned, is also conceded. And 
that objections are urged to it and the reason given for not 
approving it, cannot, it seems to us, be very seriously questioned. 

It it is perfectly clear that the Governor did not intend to give 
the bill his approval, or he would have signified it by his signa- 
ture. That he did not intend it to become a law by lapse of time 
is evident from the fact that he returned it within the period pre- 
scribed by law. >. 
. Had the Legislative Body been in session when the omission: of 
the Secretary’s signature was discovered, it could have been sup- 
plied upon the suggestion of the Governor; and after the adjourn- 
ment of that body, it was probably no reason why it should not 
have been approved; but asłt was not, the refusal to do so must 
be followed out to all its legitimate consequences. 

We are, therefore, satisfied that- the act never became a law, 


` and that it constitutes no authority to the Treasurer to refuse the 


payment of the warrant. . 

Hence a peremptory writ of mandamus must issue, in accord- 
ance with the petition. .

In section 22 the inhabition against the employment of teachers 
who have not taught school “successfully twelve months-may 
work a hardship in this Territory as I have no doubt there are 
instances where competent persons may seek employment as 
teachers who have not done so before, ae forced thereto by 
the unexampled drouth of last year; and this will apply with 
equal force to the succeeding section. ae 

Section 24, it seems to me, would better be left out, both on 
account of the age perscribed for teachers and the law average in 
educational branches, fixed. 

Section 32, line twenty-two, perscribes a duty for an acting 
Territorial Superintendent; no such office is provided for in the 
Act so far as I can observe. 

Section 32 recites that ‘‘within ten days after the passage of 
this act the Governor shall appoint,” the ten days have elapsed 
since the passage of the bill, evidently the words ‘‘and approval” 
after the word ‘‘passage” have been omitted. 

Section 36, line twenty-five, it is not explicit as to whether Ter- 
ritorial or County Superintendent is meant. In the same section 
is a proviso giving directions to the Executive for the distribution 
of money pa lea in the Organic Act for the use of common 

erritory. The Organic Act provides how this 
money shall be distributed; I have no objection to the disposition | 
proposed, but following the proviso in the same section, are di-

Section 45 proposes to limit the power of the people in making 
selections for candidates for county superintendents of the vari- 
ous counties when it comes to an election, and itis therefor ob- 
jectionable. 

Section 49.. The number of pupils in private schools not re- 
quired to be reported by the County Superintendents. 

Section 53. Line six, between the words ‘‘number” and ‘‘ad- 
mitted,” words are omitted. i 

Section 53. Directs the Governor to call an election within fif- 
teen days after the passage of this act, which I doubt if it will be 
possible to comply with. This section also provides that all per- 
sons having the qualifications of electors residing in school dis- 
tricts shall be entitled to vote without distinction of sex. There 
is no provision in this bill nor is theré a law in the Territory, im- 
parting to females the qualifications of electors; hence, to permit 
this section to become a law would invite illegal voting and gen- 
eral isunderstanding.

and find as follows: ; 
First—His Excellency, in referring to said bill, uses the follow- 
ing language: ‘*In section 9 it is provided that no rule shall be 
adopted that will prevent a majority of all the members elected. 
to any House from controlling that body, except as provided in ` 
section 17. In the-following section it is provided that a three- 
fourths vote shall be necessary to control the action of either 
= House.” On examination, we find that this objection arises from 
the fact that His Excellency has failed to observe the difference 
between a rule governing one House of the Legislative Assembly ` 
and a statute governing both branches, and also governing the 

Executive. The provisions of section 9 referred to by His 

Excellency simply provide what may not be done by rule. The 

next section, which is section 10, provides ‘‘that in cases of con- - 
tests for seats in either House, the trial thereof shall take 

recedence over all other matter, except the organization of the 

ouses, unless for urgent reasons three-fourths of the members 

by vote otherwise order.” The provisions of section 9 refer to 

rales only. Section 10 is a statute, and not arule. The failure 

’ of His Excellency to observe this distinction is the foundation of 
this objection. 

Second. The next objection raised by His Excellency is: ‘‘That 

Section 13 provides that the President of the Council and Speaker 

of the House of Representatives shall hold their offices for a 

z longer term than they have been elected, as provided for in the 
Organic Act.” To thts last objection we would say that while it 

is true the act provides that the term of office provided for the 
President of the Council and the Speaker of the House shall 

extend to January the first, 1893, it is: clear that they have the 
unquestioned right to hold their positions until August the fifth, 

“a 1892, under the Organic Act, and this provision of this act would 
be void, only as to the time between August the fifth, and January 

the first following, and is an error so Immaterial that it consti- 

tutes no valid objection to the bill. ; 

Third. The third objection is: ‘That the term of the present 
members of the Legislative Assembly will eqpire on August the. 
fifth, 1892, and that under this act their successors are to be 
elected in November 1892, and will convene in session on the sec- 
ond Tuesday in January following.” This objection was fully 
considered, at the time the ‘‘bill” vetoed was before the Council. 
We then found that we must submit to this interregnum in 1892, 
or at some subsequent date, or else we must provide for elections 
in August, and the expense attendant thereon, or that the mem- 
bers would have to be elected at a general election in 1891. We 

~ chose to submit to the interregnum,

We kad been in the Territory fifteen months without legislators 

and concluded that the Territory would not suffer any material 
injury by a vacancy extending from August the fifth, 1892, to the 
f st of November following. The course named by His Excel- 
lency would require eituer: 
1. That there be a special election held prior to -Auguest the 
fifth, 1892, to choose our successors, which would entail upon the 
Territorv a needless expense, and if done the same question that 
coufronts us now would have arisen two years later. 

2. In the interests of economy this Legislative Assembly had 
det-rmined to hold a general election in November of each even 
num‘yered year, so there would-be no election in the fall of 1891, 
and had so arranged largely owing to the fact that the members 
of the Legislative Assembly would have to be chosen in the even 
numbered year; ahd under this provision the members would be 
chosen a reasonable time before entering upon the discharge of 
their duties; and that in all future elections of members of the 
Legislative Assembly the difficulties now confronting us would be 
entirely removed. It was one of the difficulties growing out of 
the peculiar circumstances attendant upon the organization of this 
Territory, and the easiest and most economical and safest solution 
of the whole matter was found in permitting the Territory to be 
without Legislators from August fifth, the date of our election, 
until November. We deem ‘this objection by the Governor, 
wholly without force. _ i 

Fourth. The fourth objection to the bill is: “That Sections 
17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 and 32 provide rules to gov- 
ern subsequent Legislatures and it occurs to me as an infraction 
on their cou. titutional rights. See Section 5, United States con- 
stitution.” is 

We would state that we have most carefully examined these 
objections, and cannot but express our surprise at their bemg 
made at all. The sections referred to, say: : 

“Each House may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish 
its members for disorderly behavior, and with the concurrence of 
two-thirds expel-a member.” This section so clearly refers to the 
congress of the United States, that we are ata loss to see how 
the Executive can apply it to a territorial legislature. Just 
before it and just after it, the Constitution provides the qualifica- 
tions, method of impeachment, regulates the elections and pre- 
scribes the meetings of congress, and immediately thereafter 
provides for their adjournment and compensation, and can it be 
that these constitutional provisions refer to territorial legislative 
assemblies? If so, we are most thankful to His Excellency, for 
the opinion and will most cheerfully receive our eight dollars per 
day. Tous, it is clear that the Executive ‘makes a total mis- 
application of that constitutional provision. As tothe objections 
that these sections prescribe rules in violation of| the conctitution 
of the United States, we would refer His Excellency to the fact, 
that on examination we find them contained in the constitutions 
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or statutes, one or both, of the following states and territories: 
Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Arkansas, 
Texas, Colorado, Dakota and Wyoming, and doubt not, but what 
they are contained in one form or another, in the laws of eyery 
state and territory in the American Union; the ones named are 
all that we have been able to examine. Itis true.they are not in 
all cases expressed in the same language, but in one form or an- 
other they are there. Section 17, which the Governor calls a rule, 

rovides that, ‘bills shall be read on three separate days in each 
Howe etc., unless dispensed with.” Section 18, provides. ‘‘that 
bills shall embrace but one subject which shall be expressed in 
the title, etc.” Section 19, provides that, ‘‘when any section of 
existing law is amended. the act amending must set out the section 
in full, as it would appear when amended.” j 

Section 20 provides ‘‘for the enacting clause.” Section 21 
provides, ‘‘that the vote on the passage of bills shall be taken by 
ayes and nays and entered on record etc.” Section 22 provides, 
“that the Speaker of the House of Representatives and President 
of the Council, shall sign bills in open session,” and provides, 
“for their transmission to the Governor.” Section 23, provides, 
“that each House shall for the transaction of its business, elect 
such committees as it shall deem proper, etc.” Sections 24, 25 
and 26 provide, ‘‘the duties of the Chief Clerk and Sergeant-at- 
Arms, in connection with the records, serving process upon per- 
sons not members of the Legislative Assembly, etc.” Section 32 - 
provides, *‘for the election of a President and Speaker Pro Tem, 
and defines their duties and powers when elected, ete.” It will 
be seen at once that many of the things, and in fact most of them 
above provided for, have been deemed of such importance that they 
have been incorporated into the constitution of nearly every State 
in the American Union, and yet, we are told that they are in vio- 
lation of the Constitution of the United States, and are of such 
trival importance that they are to be determined by rules which 
are enacted by each house for their own government, and can 
have no force beyond the House enacting them, and must cease 
with each adjournment, and liable to change at any day as each 
House may alone determine. 

We felt that matters of sufficient importance to the States to be 
incorporated into their Constitutions for the safety of their peo- 
ple, were of such dignity, that they were at least entitled to a 
place in the statutes of our Territory. We therefore report the 
objections are without foundation and would recommend that said 
bill do pass, notwithstanding the objections of the Governor

On November 18th in letter returning House Rill No. 49 for 
correction, I did so believing that under section 15 Organic Act, 
the Governor ani Legislative Assembly might consult in regard 
to the location of the Capital, to which proposition the Legisl-- 
tive Assembly has assented, and yet but one suggestion maae 
. looking to what I considered a betterment of the bill -has been 
favorably considered; the first suggestion was with referrence to- 
the date the bill was certified to have passed, in answer to this 
on return a new-bill briefed to show_the history of House Bill 

o 49. 

The second proposition is copied: ‘*Why not leave it optional 
with the Commissioners as to which of the two tracts of land pro- 
posed to be donated in section 1 the Capital building shall-be 
erected upon; ifnot.it would seem better to leave it to the Com- 
missioners as to whether or rot it is for the best interests of the 
Territory to surver, plat, and sell the one hundred and sixty 
acres one-mile from the Village of the City of Kinkfisher or ac- 
cept it at all, so much. depending upon the location.” In reply 
to this, the new bill provides that the Commissionérs may choose 
between the two tracts of land deeded, but it is left optional with 
the donors whether or not the Capital shall be erected on the one - 
hundred and sixty acre tract, as the right is reserved to keep. this 
if donors prefer to pay ten thousand dollars therefor, and should 
the ten acres be selected the Commissioners would be required to 
plat aid sell the one hundred ana sixty acres, whether itis eligi- 
bly located or not. a 

It.m&y be as well to express my views on, this part of the new 
bill,-here. In the bill re.urned, the second proviso, sect’on 1, 

ermitted, the Cow missioners to se'ecs the tenjacres of land out of 
the north half of section twenty-two, township sixteen, range 


| 
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seven west, Indian Meridian, lying south of and adjacent; to the 
village of Kingfisher city; the present bill permits the donors to 
make the selection to suit their best interests from said tract (and 
to Which the Government has only parted with title to one hun- 
dred and sixty acres), the other one hundred and sixty acres pro- 
posed to be deeded may be selected from the least desirable land 
within one mile of the village of Kingfisher city, yet the Commis- 
sioners might find thereon a ten acre site, arid decide in favor of 
locating the Capitol upon it, with the hope of increasing the 
value of the remaining one hundred and fifty acres to the profit 
of the Territory. At this point, by the terms of the’ bill, the 
donors may pay to said Commissioners ten thousand dollars for 
Capital fund, and the bill, section 1, last proviso; then recites 
“that said Commissioners shall accept if tendered them in lieu 
and in place of said conveyance of one hundred and sixty acres of 
land, the sum of ten thousand dollars, which sum they shall at 
once pay to the Secretary of the Territory as a part of said ‘-Cap- 
itol fund,” in which event they shall select said ten acres as the 
Capitol site,” which would compel the Commissioners to'receive 
the ten acres selected by the donors for a Capitol site. 

The fourth proviso (of section one) recites that ‘‘as soon as 
deeds have been made the Commissioners shall select from one or 
the other of said tracts.” If the Commissioners should, however, 
decide that it would not be for the best interests of the Territory 
to select a site on the one hundred and sixty acres, they are still 
compelled to accept the land, and to have it ‘‘platted and sur- 
veyed into lots and blocks, streets and alleys, and to sell the 
same,” and impliedly have four years in which to do so (see sec- 
tion 2, including last proviso),and at the expense of the Territory, 
which may amount to twelve dollars per day, with the expenses 
of the Commissioners added. : 7 

To the third suggestion, section 5 of the bill before me, it is 
true, fixes a limit to the cost of the Capitol buildings, but Coni- 
missioners are directed to construct said.buildings ‘‘in such a 
manner that the same, may be hereafter enlarged or added there- 
to.” 

If the Commissioners should decide in favor of the ten acre 
tract selected by the donors they would have the proceeds from 
the sale of lots platted on the one hundred and sixty acres as Cap- 
ital fund, a very indefinite amount, to say the least; if they should 
decide in favor of locating on the one hundred and sixty acre 
tract and platting the ten acres, the amount would still be indefi- 
nite. To deduct from either sum the amount necessary to use in 
‘‘providing of temporary public Territorial offices at said village 
of the city of Kingfisher city and other incidental expenses” the 
sum remaing would-not be great. 

The tirst proviso in Section 1 is not forgotten in connection with 
this capital fund, and recites, ‘‘that there shall be, within thirty 
days after the passage and approval of this act, executed and 
delivered to the Secretary of the Territory, in the manner and 
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form to be approved by the Commissioners hereafter selected, a 
bond in the sum of thirty thousand dollars, conditioned for the 
payment to the Territory of Oklahoma, the sum of fifteen thou-. 
sand dollars, on or before the first day of February 1891.” 

It will be noticed that within thirty days after the passage and 
approval of the act that a bond is to be executed and delivered to 
the Secretary of the Territory of Oklahoma in the manner and 
form to be appproved by the Commissioners; and it will also be 
noticed that there is no one named to whom the Commissioners 
may go or look to execute the bond after they have approved its 
manner and form. Jf it was the intention that the fifteen thou- 
sand dollars should be guaranteed, it would have been right to 
require that some peoson, or persons should execute and deliver 
to the sen bgt of the Territory of Oklahoma, a good and sufti- 
cient bond in the sum of thirty thousand dollars to be paid to him 
conditioned for the faithful payment of the fifteen thousand dollars 
by such person or persons; said bond should be-approved by the 
Judge of the District Court in and for the Judicial District in 
which said village of the City of Kingfisher is located. In other 
words, why should not this bond be just as good and pass the 
same scrutiny as that required (by the second section of the bill), | 
of the Commissioners; again, if it was intended that a bond should 
be given, or that the fifteen thousand dollars;should be paid, why 
was thirty days given after the passage and-approval of the bill 
before it is proposed that a bond must be executed, when it is-- 
required by the fourth ad fifth provisos of Section 1 of the bill, 
that as soon as certain conveyances have been made, said Com- 
missioners shal] select ten acres of ground and set the same 
apart as a capital site, the bill provides that the Commissioners 
- shall be appointed within seven days, that they must enter upon 
their duties within fifteen days, and that they must accept- the 
deeds when tendered to them, fixing the seat of goverhment; or 
eight days before some unknown person, as far as the bill is con- 
cerned, would be expected to come forward and give a bond. 

Its frienus were made aware of this defect before the passage 
of the bill, and since its passage have proposed to execute a bond 
cuaranteeing the faithful performance of this part of the contract. 
ihey also have proposed to pay to the Secretary of the Territory 
the $15,000 before or immediately after the approval of the bill; 
. -before its approval the Secretary doés not feel authorized by law 
to accept either bond or money, nor do I feel authorized to enter 
into any such negotiations, believing the only safe course to leave 
the matter with the Legislative Assembly, hence my second com- 
munication to you on December 16th about this bill. If the bill 
should become a law $15,000 might be added to the capital fund, 
but it has not entered into my calculation of the amount the Com- 
missioners would have with which to provide ‘‘temporary offices 
or incidental expenses” and the erection of a capital building; so, 
while the Commissioners are authorized to contract for a building 

which may be ‘enlarged or added to” and shall not exceed in 


~ 
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cost $50,000, thus limiting the cost as proposed in third sugges- 
tion; it also provides that the Commissioners shall incur no obli- 
gation and make no contract to be paid from any source except 
from said capital fund, hence as. before shown, it is possible for 
the donors under the provisions of this bill to have the capital 
located on ten acres of ground selected by. the donors, and one 
hundred and sixty acres of land which must be subdivided in.o 
lots and sold and the proceeds from the sale of these lots be the 
only source from which a fund may be derived to meet the fore- 
going objects, including the per diem and the expenses of the 
‘Commissioners, if it is inteuded they shall be paid out of the cap- 
ital fund, hence something at least ‘*depends upon the location of 
tue one hundred and sixty acer,” as to whether there will be any 
fund for paying expenses, much less to erect the capitol bnild- 
ings. 

A this brings me to consider the fourth suggestion mađe, 
viz: ‘‘While it is not likely there will be any failure on the part 
of the citizens of Kingfisher county to comply with the terms 
imposed by the bill in order for it to become a law, it occurs to 
me thaı it would be as well to insert as a saving clause a proviso 
to Section 7 something like the follo ving: 

Pro. ided, Thatthe terms and conai: ons of this actare complied 
with, otherwise at such tempo ary seat of government as the Gov- 
eraor may deem proper.” 

It is unnecessary to state that no action has been taken thereon 
which leaves me to suppose that it is intended by the Bill fo per- 
manently locate the seat of Government at the village of King- 
fisher City without such a saving clause. 

When the suggestions. before re ‘erred to were offered on Nov- 
ember 18th, it was with the sincere hope that the capital question 
might be put out of the way speedily, and needed Legislation 
follow, in this I have been disappointed, and it seenis too late now 
to hope the people may be favored with the enactment of all such 
wholesome laws as they had a right to expect. 

_ At the opering of the session the hope was expressed that the 
capital question would be deferred until after more important 
Legislation was enacted, and in this I have been disappointed; 
-but there is yet time in which to adopt such laws as are necessary 
for the protection of the people, a law authorizing the re-appoint- 
ment of officers whose terms expire on the 24th inst., codes on 
civil and criminal procedure; the last mentioned being necessary 
-or every criminal in jail or under bond will go free on the 24th 
inst., every man who has committed an offense during the pend- 
ency of tle Nebraska law may go without trial, hence I feel just- 


y 


ified in saying at this late day in the session (and as long as the , 


, capital gucstion has had more influence and been give more time 
_than all others up to the present), that no other bill looking: to the 
location of a capital can receive my proper attention until at least 
the laws just before mentioned are enacted. 

To bring about the foregoing result}objections (recited ‘against 
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a former bill) to bill 49 were waived, and what good reasons can 

be given my this new bill should be preferred over the original 
bill 492? What general good is to be subserved by taking the 
the authority (imposed by the first bill) to select the ten-acre tract 
from the land adjoining the village of Kingfisher City out of the 
hands of the Commissioners and placing it in those of the donors? 
Why make it possivle for the donors to force a sale of the one 
hundred and sixty acres, if they should deem it for the best inte- 
rests of the Territory to build the capital thereon? 

You need not be informed that when the first bill was passed
